Esht, O., Jan. 14.—Train No. 8, on 
the New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
railway was wrecked two and one-half 
miles east of Tallmadge this morning. 
The killed are: Richard Huntington, 
engineer; Simon 
Walters, 
fireman; 
Zeph. Thomas, bag^iagemaster; Wm. 
Landy, express mess^ger; aad from 
ten to twelve passengers whose names 
have not yet been learned. 


The wreck was caused 
the break- 
ing in two of freight train No. 81. It 
was a head end collision, taking place 
while the broken section was being 
picked up. 


A correct report of the wreck at 
Tallmadge is as follows: killed, Robert 
Huntington, engineer; W. J. Thomas, 
baggage master; W. H. Lundy, express 
messenger; Walters, fireman; a little 
girl and two Chinamen, names un- 
known. The engineer and fireman of 
the freight train escaped with slight in- 
juries. 
IiATEB FABTICUIiABS. 


CLBVBi.Ain), Jan. 14.—Official infor- 
mation received at the New York, Peim- 
sylvania and Ohio general office at 10:30 
this morning places the number of desMl 
at eight and the wounded at six. Later 
news from the scene of the accident will 
probably increase both figures. 


The collision took place at a point two 
miles from Tallmadge, where the tracks 
on both sides are bounded by a heavy 
growth of trees and the country is but 
sparsely inhabited. 


A few minutes after the accident oc- 
curred, before the passengers in the rear 
cars had succeeded in collecting their 
wits, flames had begun to shoot out of 
the baggage car and smoker. The pas- 
sengers and train people immediately 
began the work of rescuing the injured 
and dead from the wi-eck. The coach in 
the rear of the smoker was badly dam- 
aged and the end of the baggage car had 
crushed far into the smoker. 
Three 
Chinamen were in the front end of the 
smoker and they were instantly killed, 
their bodies being horribly mangled. 
One or two persons in the ladies' pas- 
senger car were killed, but several were 
injured. 


The Railroad 
company's 
bulletin 
placed the entire killed at eight, but it is 
thought that at least two more persons 
were left in the smoker when the fire in 
that coach became too intense for the 
rescuers to go near it. 
The train dis- 
patcher at Tallmadge places the number 
of injured at twelve, but the company's 
officials think he exaggerated it. 


As soon as the injured and dead were 
removed from the second coach, which 
was also on fire, the two sleepers were 
detached and pushed back by hand, out 
of the reach of the flames. None of the 
passengers in the sleepers were injured 
and all the persons who escaped death 
were placed in the sleepers and an extra 
engine conveyed them to a side track, 
where the next east bound train coupled 
to them and proceeded to Leavittsburg. 


The train bearing these people arrived 
in Cleveland ninety minutes later. The 
officials at the general offices refused to 
give the names of the injured. As soon 
as the news of the accident was received 
at Kent, linemen were placed at work 
and a wire was run down the road to 
the scene of the accident. One operator 
was placed at work near the wreck and 
his time was taken up so completely in 
dispatching trains that he was unable to 
ascertain the full particulars.

The opening of the landtag was ob- 
served with great ceremony, many nota- 
bles being present. 
The emperor was 
enthusiastically cheered when he en- 
tered and when he left the hall.

some pet or favorite animal must be put 
to death, and it is desired to accomplish 
this end as paL^lessl j as possible. lu 
such cases we have always used chloro- 
form, with the best results. 


For horses use a sponge, say six 
inches in diameter, thoroughly saturated 
with the chloroform, which is dropped 
into a bag large enough to be drawn 
over the horse's nose. It is not desir- 
able to have Ihe bag air tight, for if so 
suffication is likely to ensue. In two 
or three minutes the horse is uncon- 
scious, 
and in eight or ten min 
utes dead, without suffering. 
Foi 
dogs and cats a similar process is em- 
ployed, using a small sponge, and bag. 
or these animals may be put in a box 
admitting some air, where they soon go 
to sleep. 
Seventy-five cents worth of 
diloroform will kill a horse, twenty-five 
dog or cat. If one saturation of the 
sponge does not complete the work re 
peat it. 


We should add to the above that th« 
animal should not be exposed to the 
air as soon as life is thought to be ex 
tinot, as in such cases they have some 
times revived. A safer way, however, 
to miJce assurance doubly sure by 
lancing before leaving the animal as 
dead.—Our Dumb Animala.

More varieties of trees show a devel- 
opment of the trunk near the ground di- 
rectly about where the larger roots 
branch off. 
Oiir elms and willows have 
this habit as strongly marked as any 
tvees perhaps, but all that grow in s 
soft, yielding soil, show the peculiarity. 
It is a provision of nature to give the 
tree support bv enlarging the base, and 
to increase the resistance where the 
strain is greatest. 
To keep up the pro- 
portion between Ihe trunk and the oth« 
members, the tree ha- no other way -i 
securing the needed strength at thr 
base »ihan by growing theae buttresses. 


In che soft Im ttom lands along the 
sides of Central American rivers, these 
buttresses run up the trunks fifteen feet 
or more, and enlarge the base to an 
enormous extent. 
One of these trees is 
described as sending out two of these 
projections so as to inclose a semi-circle 
thirty feet in diameter, while the but- 
tresses themselves were not half a foot 
thick. 
The same regard which nature 
has for the support of the tree in giving 
this unsymmetrical growth at its base, 
also leads to aa unusual arrangement of 
tiie fibers, «o •hat the wood in these 
parts 
«4S a different 
texture. The 
fibers are so twisted, and interwoven, 
and knotted, that the wood is gnarled 
and refractory under any treatment 
This renders the lower part of the 
trunk worthless for timber, and greatly 
increases the labor of felling the tree. 
To get around this difficulty, it is said 
that mahogany-cntters of Honduras 
build up a scaffolding of poles about 
the tree to the height of ten or fifteen 
feet. On this they stand and fell the 
iree, leaving the stump, of course, 
higher than the 
platform.—Youth'8 
Comvanion.

heart palpitate.

minutes this congealed condition of 
affairs continues, and then they grad- 
ually warm up, and when they do get 
fairly started, there is nothing more in- 
spiring than the applause of an Ameri- 
can au'^ence. 
At first these chilly re- 
ceptions depressed me, and as the si- 
lence continued, I several times asked 
myself: 'Heavens, what can the mat- 
ter be?' but as soon as the ice was 
broken I knew I had them. 


"The preference for horse play of 
American theater goers? 
Yes, I have 
noticed it to a certain extent, but I 
c a ^ ^ ^ 
also say that I have fovmd sincere ap- 
preciation in the gallery of high comedy 
effort. 
While clap-trap holds 
sway 
here in a d^ree, yet I do not think the 
theater goers are lacking in apprecia- 
tion of what is best in the drama. 


"The attempt to bar out English 
dramatic talent I think is a pity. 
I 
don't SCO why actors of talent should not 
be permitted to go where they please. 
Ill the case of Irving, if he drills a com- 
pany for years, it seems a hardship when 
he appears in this country to prevent 
his company coming with him."

opment of tlie trunk near the ground di- 
rectly nlxrat where the larger roots 
branch off. 
Our olms and willows have 


this habit as strongly marked as any

soft, yielding soil, show the peculiarity 
It is a provision of nature to give tlie 
tree snpjxirt by enlarging the base, and 
to increase the resistance where the 
strain is greatest. To keep up the pro- 
portion between Ihe tnmk and the othi 
members, the ttveho no other wav •«. 
scenting th« needed strength at th* 
bnw Mian by growing these buttresses. 


In the soft b< ttom lands along the 


Bides of Central American rivers, these 
buttresses run up tho trunks fifteen feet 
or more, aud enlarge the base to an 
enormous extent.
